In  order  to  create  a  climate  that  encourages  inquiry,  it  is 
important  that  both  the  student  and  the  teacher  have  immediate 
access  to  multiple  sources  of  information  as  well  as  access  to  the 
technologies  that  will  help  them  to  manage  this  information.  This 
summer,  Selwyn  House  spent  over  $82,000  on  five  areas  of 
technological  improvement.  The  impact  on  our  programmes  has 
been  considerable. 

Selwyn  House  is  now  one  of  the  estimated  40  million  users  of  the 
Internet.  A  new  high  speed  network  connects  22  computers  in  the  LC 
and  Power  PC  labs  as  well  as  2  computers  in  the  Library  to  the 
Internet.  This  connection  permits  students  and  staff  to  access  all  the 
resources  of  the  Internet. 

Our  aim  is  to  prepare  Selwyn  House  students  lor  this  new  world  of 
communication  and  information.  We  want  to  give  students  the 
confidence  in  their  skills  and  abilities  to  be  able  to  meet  the  high 
expectations  of  today's  technologically  advanced  world. 

The  Internet  is  creating  a  new  kind  of  society,  and  those  who  do 
not  learn  how  to  use  this  immensely  useful  tool  will  be  handicapped 
in  shaping  it.  Selwyn  House  wants  to  ensure  that  its  students  will  be 
active  creators  of  this  new  society,  and  it  feels  a  responsibility  to  equip 
its  graduates  frilly  so  that  they  can  contribute  positively  to  their 
world.

This  year,  the  school  has  allocated  over  $1 50,000  towards  the 
financial  aid  and  scholarship  programmes.  We  feel  that  it  is 
important  to  plan  and  search  for  the  funds  that  will  allow  Selwyn 
House  to  continue  to  accept  students  who  are  keen  and  have  the 
desire  to  learn  and  not  let  financial  concerns  prevent  them  from 
experiencing  a  Selwyn  House  education.

If  we  were  to  apply  this 
formula,  we  would  have  to  budget  at  least  $424,000  for  this  year. 
We  realize  that  this  formula  is  not  a  practical  one  for  the 
moment;  however,  as  the  demand  increases  each  year,  we  will 
have  to  work  harder  to  increase  the  funds  available.
